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PASSES AWAY 


The news of the death of 
Horace James Raymer came as 
a shock to the community, on 
Christmas night. He had been 
taken sick some time on Sun- 
day night, and as Dr. K. Me 
Lenvan was in Edmonton, Drs. 
Demorest, of Bushaw, and Jen- 
kins, of Alix were called to 
attend on Monday morning. 
His removal to the hospital at 
Camrose was decided on and he 
was taken there in the after- 
noon, accompanied by Dr. Dem- 
orest, and G. W. Kobler, of 
Mirror, but passed away just 
after being taken off the train. 
The deceased had been in indif- 
ferent health for the past few 
years and was subject to peri- 
odical attacks of intestinal ob- 
struction and it was one ot 
these attacks that culminated 
in his death, 

The late Mr. Raymer was 
born in London, Eng., on the 
26th of August, 1851, and was 
therefore over 71 years of age. 
He came to Canada when quite 
young and lived until manhood 
at Woodstock, Ont. Later, he 
spent considerable time at diff- 
erent points in B.C. and in Win- 
nipeg, Man.. finally coming to 
Mirvor in 1911, where he acted 
as agent for the Transcontinen- 
tal Tonwnsite Co., Ltd. While 
here he carried on a real estate 
and insurance business, and 
was anotary public and justice 
of the peace for many years. 

He was identified with many 
fraternal orders, wus u meme 
ber of long standiny of theOdd- 
fellows Lodge, and was a char- 
ter member of Ancient Land- 
mark Lodge, No. 109, A.F. & A. 
M., Mirror, and was its first W. 
M. He lad been a Mason for 
{3 years. On the incorporation 
of the village of Mirror in 1912, 
he was elected its first reeve by 
acclamation and at all times 
was an active participant in all 
matters pertaining to munici- 
pal work, He was a staunch 
Liberal in politics, and was a 
member of theAnglican church. 

The remains were embalmed 
at Camrose and taken east to 
for burial by his 
brother Fred., of Calgary. He 
is survived by his second wife, 
his first having pre-deceased

Separate India From 
The British Empire 


London.—A full programme for the 
separation of India from the British 
Smpire and establishment of “the 
Federated Republic of India,” will be 
submitted to the Indian National Con- 
eress at the annual session of that or 
ganization at Gaya, British India, this 
week, according to information re- 
ceived in British official circles. 


Great Interest in the programme is 
evinced in every quarter, where it is 
said to be the work of Bolshevists. 
The National Congress is the organi- 
zation which Mohandas K. Gandhi 
headed until his arrest and imprison- 
ment early in the present year. 


The separation scheme, said to have 
originated with M. Roy, an Indian 
communist, living in Berlin, employs 
the ‘familiar communist terminology. 
It declares the nationalist movement 
has reached the stage where adoption 
of a definite programme as well as 
definite action, can no longer be de- 
ferred, ‘ 

The ambiguous term, “swaraj,” it 
says, Is open to many definitions; 
therefore, a militant programme of ac- 
tion is indispensable in order to mobi- 
lize all available revolutionary forces 
The theory of “equal partnership in 
the British commonwealth” is held to 
be but a “gilded version of imperial- 
ism,” as only the upper classes, the 
document says, have benefited by it. 

The programme goes on to state 
that British imperialism will never be 


ehanged, and that the Indian upper | 


classes will never risk their com- 
fortable present. and promising fu- 
ture for real freedom. 

Therefore, the Indians’ immediate 
task is to involve those elements 
whose welfare hangs upon realiza- 
tion of the Nationalists’ programme. 

The hope is expressed that the mili- 
tant peasantry and working men will 
be organized into soyiets and that the 
unions will accomplish the fulfillment 
of the programme, which includes na- 
tional independence, freedom from all 
forelgn supervision, abolition of the 
Jandiord system, confiscation of the 
large estates without compensation, 
and nationalization of the public utili 
ties, which would be owned and oper- 
ated by the state under the control of 
working men’s commiltees. 

“According to the British, Roy’s real 
name is Narendra Nath Bhattacharji, 
and he has been a fugitive from Cali- 
fornia since 1917. They charge he 
was a conspirator with the Germans 
in Java, in 1915, and a Bolshevist pro- 
pagandist in Mexico. Since 1920, 


they allege, he has been an agitator | 


in Berlin, Moscow and Tasshkent, de 
pending for his livelihood upon work 
done for the Russian Communists.

_ London.—Canada’s decision to join 
in the British Empire Exhibition on a 
scale equal to that of Australia has 
given great satisfaction fn the United 
Kingdom, 

As far back as June 7th, 1920, at a 
meeting convened by the Prince of 
Wales, Sir George Perley, then High 
Commisisoner for the Dominion, sup: 
ported a resolution cordially endors: 
ing the proposal to hold the exhibition 
and pledging whole-liearted support to 
the project. 

But the final decision as to. space 
wus eagerly awaited, not only by the 
Council of the Exhibition, but also by 
the vast army of supporters of this 
movement to promote trade within 
the Empire.

Gave Railroad Bridge Away 


Lucky Owners Now Sell Structure for 
$585,000 

Twelve years ago the Pennsylvania 
Railroad gave away an old bridge over 
the Susquehanna River at Havre de 
Grace to private interests; the build 
ing of a new bridge had made it, ap- 
parently valueless, Automobiles ever 
since have been crossing the struc 
ture in increasing numbers, and the 
men who got the bridge for nothing 
in 1910 recently sold it 'to the state of 
Maryland for $685,000. And in the 12 
years it was in their possession they 
pocketed $370,000 in dividénds, all in 
toll charges collected from motor cars. 

When the new bridge made the old 
one of doubtful use, the railroad com- 
pany offered it first to the state and 
then to the county, but without suc- 
cess. If no one accepted it, the com- 
\pany was confronted with the neces- 
sity of removing it, which would have 
been very expensive. So finally the 
company changed it from a railroad 
bridge to a highway bridge, and con- 
sidered itself lucky in finding a group 
of Maryland men who consented to ac- 
cept the structure, which originally 
had cost $2,000,000, as a gift. 

The recipients put up $700 to .or- 
ganize a company. Last year the net 
returns from the bridge were $65,000. 
The state will continue to collect 
| tolls until 1938, by which date it esti- 
mates the proceeds will retire ihe 
bonds issued against the purchase 
| price of $585,000.

Canada Losing Bacon Trade 


The Right Type of Hog is Essential to 
Export Trade 

Addressing a body of senior officials 
of the Livestock Branch of the Feder- 
al Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa a few days ago, Dr. J. H. Gris- 
dale, Deputy Minister of the Depart- 
ment, pointed out that at the present 
time Canadian bacon on the British 
market is losing rather than gaining 
ground. ‘This conclusion was drawn 
from a study of markets while in Eng- 
land a few weeks ago, Compared 
with Danish bacon, which easily tops 
the import market, Canadian sides 
were too short and in many cases too 
thick to command the best prices, The 
difference in price between Canadian 
and Danish was about three cents per 
pound, This was on the wholesale 
market, and the limited study that 
could be given to the retail market in- 
dicated that a wider difference — be- 
tween Canadian and Danish bacon was 
the rule. Dr. Grisdale expressed con- 
fidence that hog grading, now being 
established,

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Sperm Whales Disappearing 


Commercial Value Blinds Hunters to 
Danger of Extinction 

Sperm whales are disappearing rapid- 
ly, and on acocunt of their great com- 
mercial value, are being hunted with- 
out regard to the danger of their ex- 
tinction, Dr. HB. E. Prince, Dominion 
Commissioner of Fisheries, told the 
National Conference for the Preserva- 
tion of Wild Life. As evidence of 
this depletion, he told of the experi- 
ence of a whaling crew which caught 
only one whale after a whole season 
in the South Atlantic. Yet this one 
whale rendered the yoyage profitable. 
A resolution was passed that sperm 
whales be hunted under license, and 
a return submitted to their Govern- 
ments by the companies or individuals 
owning whalers, International co- 
operation would be necessary to in- 
sure such legislation being effective. ¢

Forestry experts are agreed that the 
prairies are not doomed to be tree 
less, that the present conditions are 
due to fires of centuries ago which 
had full sweep and left nothing to 
start a new seeding. Frequent grass 
fires destroyed any tree growth which 
might creep in from the outside. Now 
that the country is settled less and 
less is heard of the prairie fire men- 
ace, in fact, it has practically disap 
peared except in a few districts. As 
a result trees are coming back quile 
rapidly mostly in the form of aspen 
poplars. Even in the central parts 
of the prairle small bluffs are appear 
ing, the seed having been carried by 
the wind and found a damp place to 
germinate. When this reforestation 
process is complete there is hope that 
summer droughts will be less fre 
quent and that water supply will noi 
be so serious a question.—Montreal
